AN ACT to amend Chapter thirty-two of the Acts passed at the
regular session of the Ninth General Assembly, and Chapter one
bundred and fifty-elx of the Acts of said session, amendatory
thereof, relating to the purchase of real estate sold on execution
issued upon judgments rendered in favor of the State or any
county.

Seorion 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly
Act amended of the State of Iowa, That the third sub-division of the
first section of chapter vne hundred and fifty-six, of the
acts passed at the regular session of the Ninth General
Assembly be, and the same is hereby amended by the
addition thereto of the following clause, to-wit: Pro-
vided, That in all cases where real property is sold
under such exeeutions, it shall first be appraised in the
manner provided by law for the appraisement of
Eggﬁ"y sold property levied on under execution, and it shall be the
' duty of the said officers so to bid upon and purchase in
said property in the name of the State or county, as the
case may be, for the lowest sum possible. It no other
person shall bid therefor, at least two-thirds of the ap-
praised value thereof, or the full amount of the judg-
ment and costs, if the same is less than two-thirds of
such appraised value. ,
